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DOZENS KILLED IN 
MUMBAI AIIACKS

MUMBAI Indian authorities worked to gain 
control of the crisis in Mumbai on Friday, 
as commandos scoured two charred luxury 
hotels, searching for survivors of the bands 
of gunmen who unleashed a day and a half of 
chaos here. 

At a third location, a Jewish community 
center where remnants of the well-organized 
squads of attackers appeared to have dug in, 
national security commandos dropped from a 
helicopter onto the roof and began an assault 
to retake the building shortly after 7 a.m. 
Over the next several hours, dozens of shots 
from assault rifles were heard. 

Amid early indications that the sieges 
might be ending a final phase, fears were 
growing that the toll would rise past the 119 
known dead. Late Thursday, smoke was still 
rising from one of the hotels, and people who 
escaped reported stepping around bodies. 
The wounded numbered some 300. 

There remained much mystery around the 
group behind the attack, unusual in its scale, 
its almost theatrical boldness and its targeting 
of locales frequented by wealthy Indians and 
foreigners. 

Two men who claimed to be among the 
gunmen called local television stations, 
demanding to speak with the government. 
They complained about the treatment of 
Muslims in India and about Kashmir, the 
disputed territory over which India and 
Pakistan have fought two wars.

3 Americans among injured 

WASHINGTON At least three Americans were injured in a series of terrorist attacks in India 
that President Bush condemned as “despicable acts.” 

The State Department on Thursday urged Americans not to travel to the stricken city of 
Mumbai for at least 48-72 hours, as U.S. officials checked with Indian authorities and hospitals 
to learn more about the extent of casualties. 

Department spokesman Robert Mclnturff said he could not identify those injured, but The 
Associated Press learned the name of one victim. Andi Varagon of Nashville, Tenn., called her 
mother from a hospital Thursday and said she had been shot in the arm and leg.

NEW YORK Police bolstered security in 
subways and trains Wednesday after 
the government warned that A 1 Qaeda 
suicide bombers were contemplating an 
attack on NewTbrk’s mass-transit sys- 
tems during the holiday season. 

An internal memo obtained by The 
Associated Press says the FBI has 
received a “plausible but unsubstanti- 
ated” report that A 1 Qaeda terrorists 
in late September may have discussed 
attacking the subway system. 

“We have no specific details to 
confirm that this plot has developed 
beyond aspirational planning, but we 
are issuing this warning out of concern 
that such an attack could possibly be 
conducted during the forthcoming 
holiday season,” according to the warn- 
ing dated Tuesday 

Department of Homeland Security 
spokesman Russ Knocke said the warn- 
ing was issued “out of an abundance of 
caution going into this holiday sea- 
son.” 

No changes are being made to the 
nation’s threat level, or for transit sys- 
tems at this time, he said. 

FBI spokesman Richard Kolko con- 
firmed only that his agency and the 
Homeland Security Department issued 
a bulletin Tuesday night to state and 
local authorities, and the information 
is being reviewed.

National movement for 
equality resonates locally

Kelly Cassidy and her partner, Alex Silets, professed 
their love in front of family members and friends 
and were married in a Jewish ceremony at the Three 
Arts Club of Chicago in 1995. Theirs was the first 
gay wedding the two had ever attended. 

Eight years later, the Andersonville couple added 
their names to the Cook County Domestic Partner- 
ship Registry on the first day it was offered. And 
still, theyVe been waiting to be married— legally. 




“We’ve always said we had the big wedding and 
we are fully married. And I’ve always said we’re 
just waiting for the paperwork to get here,” said 
Cassidy, 40, director of programs for the Cook 
County State’s Attorney’s Office. 

Now the couple is considering going elsewhere 
to get that paperwork. 

For them, getting the rights and responsibilities 
that come with a marriage license, they say, means 
not having to jump through extra hoops to protect 
their three sons in decisions on health care and 
inheritance, among others. 

Silets, 38, a producer ofWTTW’s documentary, 
“Out & Proud in Chicago,” said she sees a “window 
of opportunity” and has been trying to convince 
Cassidy to get married in the states that allowed 
same-sex couples to do so. Until Election Day, 
California and Massachusetts were on the list. The 
same week, California was scratched off the list 
with the passage of the Proposition 8 gay marriage 
ban, but the state of Connecticut began issuing 
marriage licenses to same-sex couples following a 
state supreme court ruling. 

The national debate over gay marriage ballot 
initiatives had a ripple effect felt even in Chicago. 
Even though no such measures faced Illinois 


voters on Nov 4, hundreds recently protested 
the outcome of the Prop. 8 vote at Federal Plaza 
downtown. 

Gay rights has recently garnered much attention 
throughout the country— hate crimes against gays 
are up nationally; the movie “Milk,” starring Sean 
Penn as Harvey Milk, the country’s first openly gay 
elected public official, is in theaters; a proposal to 
develop a high school for gay and lesbian students 
in Chicago was shelved last week; and a Florida 
law that prevented gay people from adopting 
children was overturned this week. How does 
Illinois compare with the rest of the country in the 
gay rights arena? Right smack dab in the middle, 
like its map location, according to the Human 
Rights Campaign, a national GLBT civil rights 
organization based in Washington, DC. 

Illinois is one of 10 states (and the District of 
Columbia) where same-sex couples can jointly 
petition to adopt statewide, and one of nine 
states (and DC.) that allow second-parent 
adoption for same-sex couples statewide. The 
state has a law that addresses hate crimes based 
on sexual orientation, but not gender identity 
It also prohibits discrimination based on sexual 
orientation and gender identity 


However, Illinois has a law— not a constitutional 
amendment— restricting marriage to one man and 
one woman. 

And Illinois is where Cassidy and Silets, the 
Chicago couple, prefer to marry 

“I don’t see {Illinois allowing gay marriage] in 
the immediate future. I see it eventually,” Silets 
said. 

Cassidy shares Silets’ view. “Illinois is not 
happening any time soon by any measure. We 
could pass civil unions, but I don’t know if that 
would count for me,” she said. 

A bill allowing for civil unions awaits lawmakers’ 
votes in the Illinois General Assembly If the civil 
union bill is passed, Illinois would join Vermont, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Oregon, DC. and 
California in having state laws that provide spousal 
rights for civil unions and domestic partnerships, 
the HRC said. 

“We continue to make progress,” said state Rep. 
Greg Harris (D- Chicago), sponsor of the civil 
unions bill introduced in 2007. “It is against the 
law to discriminate against people because of their 
sexual orientation in their job and housing, but 
people still don’t have equal relationship rights.”

Some say, “I do,” and some say, “I don’t”— support 
gay marriage, that is. 

The approval of Proposition 8 in California 
and other measures in Arizona and Florida was a 
victory for some. 

“Even liberal California voted very clearly; 
they’re not ready to tamper with the institution 
of marriage and to expand it,” said David Smith, 
executive director of the Illinois Family Institute, 
a Christian nonprofit organization. 

“I’m hoping our lawmakers understand their 
constituency is not unlike the other American 
citizens and voters in 30 other states who have 
voted overwhelmingly as a whole to protect 
marriage from radical redefinition.” 

Last week, the California Supreme Court 
agreed to hear legal challenges to the ban on gay 
marriage. 

Still, the passage of Prop. 8 disheartened gay 
rights activists and supporters but has mobilized 
people across the country and in Chicago. 

“I hope it’s one little bump in the road. Like 
any civil rights battle it’s a long journey, and the 
turnout {at the Nov 15 rally to protest Prop. 8 in 
Chicago} and all around the country shows we’re 
in it for the long haul,” said Brooke Skinner, 28, 
who lives in Edgewater. 

A 2005 survey of 600 people commissioned 
by Equality Illinois, a statewide gay civil rights 
organization, found the people of Illinois believe 
gay couples should be protected in hospital 
visitation, adoption and inheritance rights, health 
benefits for partners of government employees 
and filing joint tax returns, said Rick Garcia, 
Equality Illinois’ director of public policy 


While 38 percent supported gay marriage, 49 
percent did not. But 53 percent support and 36 
percent oppose providing civil unions to same- 
sex couples. 

What is the future of the civil unions bill 
pending in the state legislature? 

“The concern is it might stall. But on the 
other hand, we can use this {outcry against the 
passage of Prop. 8} to increase momentum,” said 
Courtney Reid, program director at the Center 
on Halsted, the Boystown community center that 
provides services and support groups to the gay 
community 

More than 1,500 couples are listed on the Cook 
County domestic partnership registry, which 
doesn’t provide any legal rights. The 5-year-old 
registry provides proof of a relationship should 
employers require it for partners to receive 
benefits, said Courtney Greve, a spokeswoman 
for the county clerk’s office. 

Illinois’ civil unions bill “would give the various 
rights and obligations that married couples have 
to people who are in civil unions,” said state Rep. 
Greg Harris (D-Chicago), who sponsored the 
bill. 

“There still seems to be a little bit of resistance 
about the use of the word marriage. But people 
understand folks in relationships deserve basic 
fundamental rights, like hospital visitation, 
medical decision-making for partners, disposition 
of partners’ remains,” he said. 

The bill was not called for a vote on the last 
scheduled day of the session for this year. The 
general assembly is scheduled to return to 
Springfield in January leonorvivanco

Gay school plan stirs debate 


Controversy swirled over the past few 
months around a plan to develop a high 
school in Chicago devoted to gay and lesbian 
students. 

The intent of the school, initially called the 
Social Justice High School Pride Campus, was 
to provide a safe haven for students targeted 
because of their sexual orientation. 

Ultimately the idea of the school was tabled 
last week and didn’t make it to the school 
board for a vote. Project backers said they 
would revamp the proposal next year after 
days earlier changing the name of the project 
to the Social Justice Solidarity High School 
and broadening the concept of the school to 
include all disenfranchised students. 

Conservatives criticized the idea when it 
was proposed, saying the establishment of 
the school would be a misuse of public funds, 
while gay rights activists were split in their 
support. 

“I’m ecstatic and thrilled that the city 
recognizes gay kids are our most vulnerable 


and many of them drop out of school. ... I 
don’t know if warehousing them away from 
everybody else is a good idea. Segregation is 
not the answer,” said Rick Garcia, director of 
public policy for Equality Illinois. 

Said Andy Thayer, co-founder of the Gay 
Liberation Network: “My first impression of 
the proposal was, boy, it’s great to have one 
pro-gay school, but we really need systemwide 
change as well. But one pro-gay school was 
better than none.” 

The Gay, Lesbian and Straight Education 
Network, a national education organization, 
released its 2007 National School Climate 
Survey last month of 6,209 middle and high 
school LGBT students. In it, 86 percent 
of respondents said they were harassed at 
school in the past year, and nearly 61 percent 
said they felt unsafe at school because of 
their sexual orientation. Thirty-two percent 
said they skipped a day of school in the past 
month because they felt unsafe, leonorvivanco,

Gov Blagojevich, who rode into 
state office pledging to clean up 
the corruption of his predeces- 
sor, said Thursday that President 
Bush should commute the feder- 
al prison sentence of former Gov 
George Ryan to time served as an 
Ryan act of compassion. 

Blagojevich, making a 
Thanksgiving Day appearance at the Chicago Christian 
Industrial League, contended Ryan had paid “a significant 
price” for what he termed “mistakes.” Citing the frail 
health of Ryan’s wife, Lura Lynn, and the 74-year-old 
former governor’s health concerns, Blagojevich said a 
commutation by Bush would be a “fine decision.” 

Despite promises of reforming government that helped 
him win the governor’s mansion in 2002 after Ryan opted 
not to seek re-election, Blagojevich’s administration 
is the subject of myriad federal investigations of 
alleged corruption involving state hiring, contracting 
and fundraising. He has not been charged with any 
wrongdoing. 

Blagojevich becomes the second high-profile Democrat 
in the state to support efforts to have the outgoing 
Republican president free the former GOP governor 
from prison. Earlier this week, U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin, the 
No. 2 Democrat in the chamber, said he was considering 
asking Bush to commute Ryan’s sentence. 

Ryan has served a little more than a year of his 6V2- 
year sentence on federal fraud, racketeering and related 
corruption charges after being convicted by a jury in 
2006. Earlier this week, an application to have Ryan’s 
sentence commuted to time served was filed with 
Justice Department officials in Washington, the agency 
that, through the attorney general, makes clemency 
recommendations to the president.

Tutoring 
facility 
caters to 
athletes

CHAMPAIGN The Irwin Academic Services 
Center at the University of Illinois is outfit- 
ted with computer labs and classrooms; staffed 
with tutors, counselors and learning special- 
ists; furnished with oversize leather chairs and 
Oriental rugs— and off-limits to 99 percent of 
the student body 

To get help with course work in this Tudor- 
style former fraternity house, which cost $6 
million to adapt as a tutoring facility, a student 
must run track, shoot basketballs, battle the 
Fighting Illini’s gridiron opponents or partici- 
pate in another sport. 

Universities across the nation are offer- 
ing even more spectacular tutoring centers 
for student-athletes, which have become a 
recruiting device for coaches. Louisiana State 
University’s facility cost $15 million; at Texas 
A&M University, $27 million. 

As the price tags rise, critics ask: Is spending 
this kind of money on a few athletically gifted 
students appropriate? At the University of 
Michigan, the student newspaper has pressed 


the administration to open its $12 million ath- 
letic tutoring facility to students of all types— 
with no success thus far. 

“These athletic tutoring palaces perpetuate 
resentment and stereotyping on campus,” said 
Allen Sack, a University of New Haven profes- 
sor who played football for the University of 
Notre Dame and has become a critic of what 
he sees as the corrosive effect of sports on uni- 
versity life. 

‘A student who is not an athlete will say: ‘I’m 
working nights to get through school, why 
don’t I get free tutoring?’ ” Sack said. “That the 
athletes do perpetuates the image of a dumb 


jock who couldn’t get through school without 
special help.” 

The academic centers, usually funded and 
run by the athletic department, also have been 
tainted by scandal as one school and then anoth- 
er step over the line between helping athletes 
with their homework and doing it for them. 

Defenders of the centers argue that they 
prepare student-athletes for life after the foot- 
ball field and basketball court, as only a frac- 
tion move on to pro sports. Debby Roberts, 
a learning specialist at the Irwin Center, said 
she counsels Illini athletes to use their college 
years to develop their non-athletic potential.

Brian Uriacher says the mother of his 3-year-old 
son has stooped to a low in their custody battle. 

The Bears linebacker said Wednesday he was 
incensed that T^a Robertson had been quoted in 
a published report as saying Uriacher had paint- 
ed his son Kennedy’s toenails blue and made the 
boy wear a pink Cinderella pull-up. Robertson 
talked to the Joliet Herald-News, part of the Sun- 
Times News Group, after a Tuesday date in Will 
County Court. 

“I don’t {care] what she says about me or what 
anyone else says about me, but she’s putting my 
son in the paper again,” Uriacher said. “He did 
get his nails painted. Yes. {My daughters] painted 
his nails. So what? His sisters were painting their 
nails, so he was like, T want to paint my nails.’

‘^A.nd, yes, he did have a pull-up on of his {3- 
year-old sister’s}. But she wears his pull-ups also. 
His were out, so he put on one of hers. ... So 
what? It’s a pull-up.” 

Urlacher’s attorney, Anita Ventrelli, filed 
an emergency motion on his behalf to stop 
Robertson from keeping Kennedy away from 
his father, leading to Robertson’s appearance 
Tuesday Efforts to reach attorney Alice Wilson, 
who represents Robertson, were unsuccessful. 

A court ruling in January allowed Uriacher 
to see his son from Monday afternoon until 
Tuesday evening. Uriacher said he pays a driver 
chosen by Robertson to bring his son back and 
forth from Robertson’s home. She used to live 
in Bolingbrook but since has moved to Burr 
Ridge. 

“I took her to court because I’m tired of miss- 
ing {visits},” Uriacher said. “I’ve missed 12 days 
since Aug. 28. And I only get him one night a 
week. Go figure. So I had to take her back {to 
court} so I could enforce the order that was in 
place in January”

Lovie Smith doesn’t feel picked on. 

The Bears coach has watched Adrian 
Peterson run for 423 yards and seven 
touchdowns in three meetings between 
the Bears and the Vikings. 

“But we’re not by ourselves— Adrian Peterson has had success 
against just about everybody he plays,” Smith said. “Best player 
in the league, you know.” 

The teams will play Sunday night with first place in the NFC 
North at stake, and limiting Peterson is high on the Bears’ prior- 
ity list. 

“The guy poses a problem for every team he plays, especially for 
us,” said Lance Briggs, who had two interceptions in the Bears’ 
27-3 victory at St. Louis on Sunday “You could definitely say he 
has our number. 


“His speed is what sets him apart. It can kind of throw off your 


tackling angles. You can’t make a regular form tackle. By the time 
you get up to his body, he’s 3 yards away from you. 

“Tbu put that along with his strength and his running ability, 
he’s definitely a step above.” 

Peterson had a 224-yard, three-touchdown game at Soldier 
Field last season before rushing for 78 yards and two TDs at the 
Metrodome in December. He had 121 yards and two scores in a 
48-41 loss at Soldier Field on Oct. 19. 

The Bears have the NFFs fifth-best run defense, but gave up 
200 rushing yards in a 37-3 loss in Green Bay two weeks ago.

After hiatus, Second 
Frost reunites and finds 
musicians with right fit

FOR REDEYE 

Creative partnerships often spring up in 
unlikely places. After all, who would have 
thought that a couple of music geeks in 
Liverpool, England, would change rock ’n’ 
roll? 

Travis Atkinson and Michael Reed may not 
be aiming for Beatles heights, but their suc- 
cessful collaboration in the blues-rock band 
Second Frost began nearly a decade ago when 
they randomly were paired as freshman room- 
mates in a University of Michigan dorm. 

“It’s amazing how far we’ve come,” said 
Reed, who plays electric guitar. “We started 
just trying to figure out how to play togeth- 
er.” 

Atkinson, who sings and plays acoustic gui- 


tar, agreed. 

“I was into acoustic stuff; Mike 
was a Rush guy, and we just kind of 
figured out how to make it work,” 
he said. 

The partnership led them to 
form a band that disintegrated 
upon graduation. Reed headed to 
Detroit while Atkinson landed in 
Chicago. 

“Finally, when Mike transferred 
to Chicago ... we decided to give it 
another shot,” Atkinson said. 

Playing open mic nights led 
them to seek out a bass player and 
drummers. Craigslist.com audi- 
tions proved fruitless. 

“It was hard finding the right fit,” Reed 
said. “Both musically and with the age range. 
I’m 26; Travis is 27. And we wanted people 
who were at the same stage as us with the 
same goals.” 

Through friends of friends, the duo found 
drummer Reggie Smith and bassist Nate 


Johnson. Second Frost— named 
for the section of the dorm where 
Atkinson and Reed first roomed together— 
was born. 

Culling together the varied musical inter- 
ests of all four men has led Second Frost to a 
“fusion sound,” as Atkinson calls it. ‘Acoustic 
elements, blues, rock— we basically just keep 
it so that no two songs sound the same,” he 
said. 


Reed added: “Right now we want to keep 
our focus on expanding as musicians and chal- 
lenging ourselves.” 

This means staying on the scene in 
Chicago and cutting their first EP, which is 
self-titled. 

“Eventually, we’d like to broaden our base 
and play around the Midwest,” Atkinson said. 
“That’s the next step.”

James Franco was born the same year that Harvey Milk was killed: 
1978. 

But Franco, who grew up in Palo Alto, Calif., less than 40 miles 
from the spot where Milk was gunned down, knew little about the 
gay activist before he signed on to the film “Milk,” 
which opened Wednesday 

“When I first started researching this, 
there was something about Harvey that 
seemed familiar, but I didn’t know much 
about him,” Franco said. “I found it kind of 
sad that growing up in the Bay area, I wasn’t 
taught anything about Harvey Milk.” 

Milk was the first openly gay man elected 
to office in America, winning a race for the San 
Francisco board of supervisors. After defeating an 
anti-gay state proposition in the ’70s, he was shot to 
death by former supervisor Dan White, who served just five 
years for the murder. Sean Penn plays Milk in the film; Franco plays 
Milk’s boyfriend, Scott Smith. 

Franco is well aware of the odd coincidence that finds “Milk” 
arriving in theaters just after California voters approved a state 
proposition banning gay marriage. 

“Things have certainly changed, but the fight for equal rights is not 
over,” he said. “In my mind, a group of people are being isolated and 
told they can’t have the same rights as everybody else, and that sounds 
like discrimination to me, and it should be fought.” 

Franco says “Milk” shouldn’t be seen only as a story about a gay hero. 
“I hope it just gets the message across of here’s somebody fighting for 
freedom,” he said. ‘And that is not a gay issue, it’s a civil rights issue 
across the board. Everybody should be able to relate to that.”

“So for months, I was prac- 
ticing hand-rolling cigarettes 
all day long, even when I was 
watching TV, until I got it down,” he said. “It 
got cut eventually”

location in Queensland was a family affair. 
Wife Deborra-Lee Furness and children 
Oscar, 8, and Ava, 3, were in tow 

“My wife and I, when we got married, we 
decided not to be apart for more than two 
weeks,” Jackman said. 

For Oscar, living in the Outback was an 
8-year-old’s fantasy camp. He’d wake up in 
the morning and head right out to the ani- 
mal pens. After being tutored with the cast’s 
aborigine children, he’d spend the afternoon 
exploring the region’s spectacular terrain. 

“He cried his eyes out when we had to go 
back to the city,” Jackman said.
